Jordanian salient that bulged 
into Israel. It is 20 miles from 
Tel Aviv and 11 miles from the 
Mediterranean Coast. 


Heavy guns bristling from the 


low hills behind the town domi- 
nated the narrow waist of Is- 
rael. An advance by Jordan's 
Arab Legion could have cut Is- 
rael in two. 


But when the Jordanian artil- 


lery opened up June 5, Israeli 
troops moved in first. 


Qalqilye was bombarded and

Classmates and friends felt 
awful, but in a few weeks we 
will get over the sadness and 
think about something else.

Attorney General Contends 
Bill for Urban Towns 
Could be Constitutional 


MADISON — A town-backed 


bill to allow urbanized town 
areas to become cities probably 
would be constitutional if cer- 
tain amendments are adopted, 
Atty. Gen. Bronson LaFollette 
said today. 


In a formal opinion to the 


Wisconsin Assembly on the Bill 
designed to prevent annexations 
of such areas by neighboring 
cities, La Follette said it prob- 
ably would be found constitu- 
tional by state courts if it is 
amended to include provisions 
for tests of urbanization by 
state agencies and state courts. 


The bill has been authored by 


12 lawmakers including Assem- 
blymen Ervin Conradt, R-Shioc- 
ton; G. K. Anderson, R-Waupa- 
ca; and William Rogers, D-

The bill is commonly called 


an extension of the "Oak Creek 
Law" and would allow towns to 
incorporate if they have a 
population in excess of 5,000 and 
an equalized valuation exceed- 
ing $20 million.

adjacent to a first class city.

Among my most fascinating 


correspondents during the past 
two years has been a prisoner 
at the Nebraska Penal and 
Correctional Complex in Lin- 
coln. 


"F. C.," let's call him, is 


president of Checks Anonymous, 


Porter 


a group of convicted bad check 
passers. All of the members 
now are serving, or have recent- 
ly served, jail terms of varying 
lengths, and some have spent 
the majority of their adult lives 
behind bars. 


Checks Anonymous is similar 


in important respects to the 
nationally respected Alcoholics 
Anonymous. The key goal of the 
Nebraska bad check writers, 
like AA, is to rehabilitate indi- 
vidual habitual criminals. 


Since CA was launched in 


1963, 
with the help of progres- 


sive - minded prison officials 
and legal advisors, a total of 895 
criminals have joined. (A full 
one-third of the inmates of this 
institution are bad check pass- 
ers.) 


At regular meetings members 


entertain guest speakers, includ- 
ing law professors, probation 
officers, and businessmen. They 
pay regular dues, from earnings 
on prison jobs, which are used 
to 
repay 
victims 
of their 


crimes. 


They cary on a continuous 


flow of correspondence with 
offenders throughout the U S. 
who have not yet been convict- 
ed, frequently talking them out 
of careers in bad check passing, 
and with members who have 
been released from prison. 


Job training for honest jobs 


when offenders complete their 
terms is a critically imoortant 
part of the program. CA also 
offers a special job counseling 
and testing service which helps 
departing members to find hon- 
est jobs. County attorneys and 
sheriffs throughout the U S. 
have been enlisted by CA to 
help and are now helping in this 
job-finding process. 


The need for this imaginative 


group is tremendous. Bad check 
losses in the U. S are now 
estimated at above $1 billion a 
year. As another measure of 
this crime's impact, it's esti- 
mated that retailers in this 
country must sell at least an 
extra $10 billion a year in 
merchandise to cover 
these 


losses. 


Checks Anonymous puts the 


scope of losses to retailers — in 
addition to the daily direct 
losses — this way 


"Add the cost of detection and 


arrest, trial and conviction, 


months or years of imprison- 
ment. Include the cost of wel- 
fare to provide for dependents 
of those convicted. Then deter- 
mine the personal incomes no 
longer contributing to the econ- 
omy. 
Place a value on the 


divorces and broken homes 
which follow. Measure the cost 
in lost honor and reputation. 
Total them all and you have 
some idea what bad checks cost 
you and your community." 


In addition to its services for 


prisoners and would-be prison- 
ers, CA is urging comprehensive 
research studies of the motiva- 
tions of compulsive bad check 
writers, encouraging other U. S. 
prisons to launch similar pro- 
grams — and producing vol- 
umes of educational literature 
for businessmen. 


Included in this literature are 


tips on the modus operand! of 
the professional "check artist." 
Among the tips: 


Just because a customer pro- 


duces traditionally - acceptable 
forms of identification accom- 
panying a check he wishes to 
cash, don't take for granted that 
he's honest. The professional 
bad check passer is unlikely to 
travel without stacks of "identi- 
fication." 


Even in the short period of its 
ixistence, the Checks Anony- 
mous campaign has shown im- 
pressive tangible results. A total 
of $4,854.72 has been returned to 
victims by CA members who, 
incidentally, earn only 50 cents 
a day at prison jobs. 


The prison return rate of CA 


members has been slashed to 
eight per cent, vs. 50-70 per cent 
in prisons without CA organiza- 
tions. A total of 208 years of

Upset Correctional Practice 


Pending State Test Could Cost 
$6 Million More for Buildings

MADISON - A clause which 


could overturn present methods 
of handling "incorrigible" de 
linquents in the Wisconsin cor 
rectional system lies buried in 
a month-old U.S. Supreme Cour 
decision. 


The 
decision, 
guaranteeing 


constitutional 
protections 
for 


youths in non-trial judicial pro- 
ceedings, bears a minor foot- 
note which could become £ 
major test of Wisconsin institu 
tional practices. 


If the procedures are over- 


turned in a coming state Su- 
preme Court test based on the 
U. S. court statement and on 
recent state court trends, the 
test could: 


—Force the state Department 


of Public Welfare to transfer 
about 250 "incorrigible" delin- 
quents out of the Green Bay 
reformatory. 


—Cost taxpayers an extra $5 


to $6 million over the next 
several biennial building pro- 
grams. 


-Add 
t o already 
serious 


overcrowding at state correc- 
tional institutions for male de- 
linquents. 


—Seriously reduce the length 


of time most delinquents spend 
in such facilities obtaining cor- 
rectional treatment. 


State Court Case 


The case is being brought 


before the state Supreme Court 
by state Public Defender Robert 
Friebert, upon the direction of 
the Court which handed him the 
case. 


At issue is the department's 


policy of transferring some de- 
linquents to the state reforma- 
tory, where they are kept with 
adults who have been sentenced 
to the medium security prison 
after c o n v i c t i o n on felony 
charges. 


In essence, the Court decision 


holds that all constitutional pro- 
tections afforded adults in trial 
proceedings must be granted to 
youths involved in non-trial ju- 
dicial proceedings which can 
result in the branding of the 
youth as a "delinquent" and his 
committal to a correctional 
institution, despite the fact that 
treatment of such youngsters is 
considerably different than that 
afforded accused adults. 


The decision, prepared by 


Justice Abe Fortas, pointed out 


that there are commendable 
features of the unique juvenile 
treatment system which intent- 
ionally treats youngsters differ- 
ently than adults. 


Some Doubt 


But there is some doubt, he 


added in a footnote, that the 
youngsters always receive the 
benefits which are supposedly 
afforded them through the spec- 
ial procedures. 


Based on that section, and a 


reference to a state Supreme 
Court decision rendered last 
fall, an appeal to Wisconsin 
lighest court is being prepared 
by Friebert for an inmate of the 
reformatory to test the state 
Welfare Department's policy.

was penned by Justice Nathan 
Heffernan.

room with Carter today under 
heavy guard, received 
three 


concurrent 
life sentences. He 


will be eligible for parole in 
about 14 years.

:erred today to Trenton State 
Prison to begin serving their 
terms. 


Judge Larner said he took 


Artis' lack of a czlminal recorc 
into account. He told Artis: 
'Rubin Carter was the leader 
and you the follower."

He added 
that "the case is totally absent 
of any understandable reason or 
motive."

Assessments on personal and real prop- 


erty are based on value as of May 1. Local 
boards of review are to meet as of July 10 
but if the assessment roll is not completed, 
adjournment is usually in order until the 
roli has been completed. One exception is 
that a town board may choose the option of 
convening the board of review on June 26.

If he believes his 
property has been assessed at a higher level 
than similar property in the community, 
then he should plan to protest same when 
the board of review meets. The best person 
to contact for that information is the city, 
town or village clerk. 


Most important is that any property 


owner filing an objection must first do so 
in writing so a hearing date and time can 
be set. 


While there are more than 18,000 pieces 


of property on the rolls in Appleton, the

New Line in Red China 


Back in the days when Mao Tse-Tung 


experimented with freedom of expression 
during the "hundred flowers" era in 1957, 
he issued a 16,000-word thesis "On the 
Correct Handling of Contradictions Among 
the People." The thesis has now been 
brought out, dusted off and proclaimed 
with much publicity since there clearly 
have been a considerable number of such 
contradictions in China in the last year.

It argued that most conflicts in 
a Communist country were "nonantagonis- 
tic" and could be straightened out by quiet 
discussion and gentle persuasion. Real 
enemy-elements would be present only by 
antagonism to communism itself. 


Mao backers have been claiming that 


the opposition within China to his brand of 
revolution is not merely deviation but anti- 
Communist agitation and therefore must be 
completely eradicated. But the publicity 
given to the old thesis may be an indication 
that the tough line is not succeeding. Much 


planes could probably penetrate Arab air 
defenses and short range rockets are 
already available. 


Certainly the trigger for Israel to 


proceed with rapid development of a 
nuclear bomb would be signs that the 
pressure from Arab countries was going to 
continue. The Soviet Union has already 
indicated that it would replace Egypt's 
military equipment lost in the short war 
for nothing. Premier Kosygin gave little 
indication of any softening of the line that 
Israel must retreat to its former borders 
and pay for all the damage. Under such 
circumstances, Israel might well decide 
that its survival depended upon a nuclear 
ability. And it is also quite possible that 
Israel, once again threatened by Arab 
nations, as it was a few weeks ago, would 
use nuclear weapons. If there were Russian 
retaliation, the world could well be on its 
way to destruction. 


It is becoming more and more apparent 


that security does not lie in bigger and 
bigger bombs or even the missile defense 
system now being pushed by some advo- 
cates in the Unit---1 States. 


of the support for Mao's revolution comes 
from the Red Guard which is not well 
disciplined, fights itself and which has 
alienated a lot of Chinese by its intemper- 
ance in demanding patriotic vows and acts. 
While there seems no question but that 
Mao has firm control over the central 
government, this is not true of provincial 
governments. Mao's control of four prov- 
inces and two major cities seems firm 
enough but at least eight provinces are said 
to be controlled by anti-Mao forces and 
four others are in dispute. Ten more are in 
Mao's camp but not overwhelmingly so. 


During the hundred flowers era, quite a 


few Chinese believed that free speech was 
to prevail. Mao changed his policies in a 
hurry when there was some outspoken 
opposition and the speakers lost their heads 
or at least their freedom. The new line is an 
attempt to sell the cultural revolution but 
it is doubtful that this time there will be 
much enthusiasm for testing freedom of 
speech and opinion.

MONTREAL — One out of 


every 10 Canadians lives in 
Montreal. It is the world's 
largest French-speaking city 
except Paris. And this is a 
states rights nation — with a 
capital S. 


Ottawa is its Washington, D. 


C.. but the differences in 
authority are dramatic and 
reach down to the roots of life 
in this land of our greatest 
neighbor. 


The nation will confidently 


celebrate its founding — Expo 
67 expresses its 100th birthday 
— on July 1, the equivalent 
here to our Fourth of July. 
But the nation was not born in 
revolution. 


By the Peace of Paris (1763) 


the French gave Canada to 
England and relinquished Lou- 
isiana to the inert hands of a 
declining Spain. 
IT'S CONFEDERATION 


Canada evolved through a 


series of c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
processes into what our Cana- 
dian friends call confederation, 
in 1867. The unified Canada, 
unified shortly after our own 
Civil War, required a com- 
promise between two political 
forces 
— centralization 
of 


power a n d provincial au- 
tonomy. Whereas our federal 
plan left residual powers to 
the states, the Canadian plan 
assigned 
specific 
areas of 


power to the Ottawa central 
government. 


As a result, centralized fed- 


eral 
power 
has 
decreased 


while it has vastly increased 
in Washington. 


Here is a place where three 


district popuations — French- 
Canadian, British, continental 
Euopean — mingle in Ameri- 
can-type 
surroundings. 
And 


this fact of three cultural 
groups gives Canada individu- 
ality and helps set our neigh- 
bor apart from the all-perva- 
sive civilization of the United 
States. 


Now 
the 
French-speaking 


Quebec region is giving the 
Ottawa government a hard 
time. French-Canadian culture 
isn't just the spoken language; 
it is also the over-all mentality 
and behavior of the whole 
group. And the French-Cana- 
dians see the states rights 
federal structure as the only 
guarantee of their identity. 


But the nation's growth and 


diversification have stimulated 
political strains on the region 
so severe that they represent 
the separatist movement we 
sometimes read about in our 
newspapers. 
The new flag 


enacted for Canada is one 
manifestation of the confusing 
tussle. 
MINORITY RECOGNIZED 


The special minority position 


of the French-Canadian region 
was recognized in the British 
North A m e r i c a n Act. It 
granted specific irreducible ob- 
ligations to the French-speak- 
ing province. 


Tliis equivalent of one of our 


state (more than twice the 
size of Texas and larger than 


France, Spain and Germany 
combined) retained its unique 
civil law, the equality of its 
language in the Ottawa Par- 
liament and the courts and its 
jurisdiction over its own edu- 
cational system. 


It seems hardly understood 


Taylor 


in our country, but in French- 
Canadian minds Canada was 
— and remains today — not 
purely a federal union but the 
product of a pact or treaty 
guaranteeing each region the 
inalienable right to its own 
laws, language, faith and cus- 
toms. 


Many other Canadians and 


British, 
in turn, seem 
to 


recognize some legitimacy in 
the minority's insistences — 
.seeing the problem chiefly in 
terms of Canada in relation to 
the United States. 


Said England's Manchester 


Guardian recently: "English- 
speaking Canada needs the 
French, or it, too. outnum- 
bered and undistinguished by a 
seaparate (from U.S.) lan- 


guage, might be submerged by 
the southern giant." 


I have been privileged to 


lecture at McGill University 
and to address the English- 
Speaking Union here. The uni- 
versities are on the march; 
this province alone has six.

MADISON — This reporter 


can remember, not so many 
years ago, when he was the 
only news representative who 
usually attended the meetings 
of the Board of Regents of 
State Colleges. On the Madison 
education "beat" the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin was king. 
The University of Wisconsin 
doubtless remains at the top of 
the state-supported pyramid of 
higher e d u c a t i o n service. 
H o w e v e r , the spectacular 
growth of the other institu-

tions, now formally 
called 


"universities," never ceases to 
amaze when the regents re- 
view the enrollment and ex- 
penditure figures, as they did 
at their most recent meeting 
with a crowd of reporters 
intently listening. 


It is something of a comfort, 


therefore, when some of the 
officers of that system also 
express t h e i r astonishment 
from time to time, as did 
Comptroller Robert Winter of 
the Madison administrative of- 
fice, when he read off some of 
the dramatic current trends. 


One day soon three out of 


five of the young people of 
Wisconsin going to college will 
be enrolled in the nine schools 
of that system, he said, as he 
recited his own statistical cal- 
culations, and quite obviously 
found them difficult to believe. 
At the rate the schools are 
growing, he suggested, only 
half-facetiously, "We are going 
to push some of the others out 
of business." 


WON'T HAPPEN SOON 


That is not likely to happen 


soon. The significance of the 
story of higher education, the 
state government's l a r g e s t 
single enterprise by a giant 
margin, is that the "market" 
is so vast and shows such 
signs of continued expansion, 
that there will be enough 
"business" for all involved for 
a long time ahead, 


That probability doubtless 


explains why there hasn't been 
even a hint of worry or 
resistance among the private 
college trustees and officers 


about the swift increase in the 
number of branch campuses, 
as in th« Fox River Valley. 
The problem of the private 
schools is not the potential 
enrollment base, but the risk 
that rising operations costs 
will make their student bodies 
less representative than they 
should be and that 
many 


students who would normally 
head for their registrars' of- 
fices cannot afford the steeply 
rising tuition and other costs. 
Here the state has intervened 
generously, in any fair inter- 
pretation, by providing a sys- 
tem of subsidies for students 
of modest means who prefer 
the private schools. The rea- 
soning is that the taxpayer 
will gain in the end by th« 
diversion of traffic from the 
equally h i g h cost public 
schools. 


STUDENT* NUMBERS GROW 


It is likely that the gross 


budget figures repeatedly pub- 
licized during legislative ses- 
sions have very little meaning 
for the average man or wom- 
an. More illuminating, per- 
haps, is the enormous growth 
in the numbers of persons 
receiving the major state ser- 
vice benefits — such as low 
cost higher education oppor- 
tunity. 


Thus the other day Comp- 


troller Winter of the state 
university office offered his 
expert estimate that the addi- 
tional students in the nine 
schools of that system will 
number about 7,341 next fall. 
That means that this single 
system is expanding at the 
equivalent of one big college 
each year. 


The number of additional 


students in the whole higher 
education system, 
including 


the University of Wisconsin 
and its branches, will reach a 
breathtaking 20,000. Meanwhile 
the vocational schools 
are 


entering a period of their 
greatest g r o w t h , offering 
parallel post-high school edu- 
cation opportunities to more 
persons in an enriched curricu- 
lum. The new state budget 
anticipates an increase of 10,- 
000 post-high school matricu- 
lants there. 


To say that higher education 


tax-paid, is big business in 
Wisconsin is to state the 
obvious.

EDITOR'S NOTE - The de- 


fendant is a book. So is the 
prosecutor. On trial is the War- 
ren Commission Report, indict- 
ed by men whose own books 
find it guilty. Guilty of haste. 
Guilty of bias. Guilty of a cov- 
erup. But neither critic nor 
commissioner is the jury. The 
public is. It, ultimately, will 
find where it thinks truth lies. 
But before considering its ver- 
dict, the public must ask for the 
facts. All the facts. Has it 
heard them? All of them? 
(Continued from Wednesday) 
"Epstein says that I told him 


when we constructed the epi- 
sode that Brennan 'had diffi- 
culty seeing a figure in the 
window'. I never said that. In 
the first place, we didn't have 
Brennan at the reconstruction 
to see whether he could see. 
We had him there so that he 
could mark positions on a 
photo. He quotes me as being 
'extremely dubious'. I nver 
said that. It didn't happen." 


So spoke Joseph Ball. Final- 


ly, as would any good defense 
attorney, the critics question 
Brennan's ability to see any- 
thing. 
Brennen Testimony 


"Perhaps poor eyesight ac- 


counted for Brennan's inability 
to identify the man at the 
window," says Lane. "Bren- 
nan admitted that his eyesight 
was 'not good' when he testi- 
fied before the commission." 


Brennan, indeed, so testified. 


He said this was so because 
his eyes had been accidentally 
sandblasted. That happened 
two months after the assassi- 
nation. 


In a footnote on Page 90 of 


the hardcover edition of "Rush 
to Judgment" Lane mentions 
the injury. Seemingly, there the 
matter would rest: that Bren- 
nan testified he was farsighted 
up until an injury two months 
after the assassination and 
that thereafter his eyesight 
was "not good". 


Yet by Page 269 Howard 


Brennan has become "weak- 
eyed Brennan, who claimed he 
saw Oswald in a window." 


After 170 pages maybe the 


author had forgotten how—or 
when—Brennan became "weak 
eyed". Or maybe the reader 
had.

Lee Harvey Oswald: The 


lone, withdrawn child. . . .The 
lone reader of Marxist thun- 
der in hushed libraries. . . .

But, hunched in the 
depository window, still alone? 


The 
Warren 
Commission 


never said: Lee Harvey Os- 
wald alone, murdered John F. 
Kennedy, period. 


It actually said: "The com- 


mission has found no evidence 
that Oswald was involved with 
any person or group in a 
conspiracy...If there is any 
such evidence, it has been 
beyond the reach of all the 
investigative agencies and re- 
sources of the United States 
and has not come to the 
attention of the commission." 


fhere the matter has not 


rested. 


In New Orleans Dist. Atty. 


Jim Garrison has claimed to 
have found what the commis- 
sion did not: conspiracy. On 
the bookshelves of the nation 
are volumes that claim the 
same: that Oswald was inno- 
cent, that he was a fall guy, 
that he was involved with Jack 
Ruby or Bernard Weissman or 
the FBI or Communists or 
Texas oil interests or racists. 


A, court of law will decide in 


New Orleans. But the other 
versions of conspiracy are not 
and quite possibly never will 
be before a judge and jury. 
But they are before the jury of 
public opinion. They will be for 
some time. 
'The Warren Commission, un- 
fortunately, did not answer all 
the questions. Some, however, 
are probably unanswerable. 
But some are not questions at 
all. They are innuendoes—false 
scents that confuse the hunt 
for truth. 


.What other construction can 


one put, for instance, on Mark 
Line's innuendo that there 
might have been a connection 
between Ruby and the right 
vnng of Dallas? 
•The commission made an 


hour-by-hour probe of Ruby's 
actions from Nov. 21 to Nov. 24, 
1963 to determine if he was 
involved in a plot. 
;"The commission found that 
Ruby's activities and associ- 
ations were innocent," Lane 
writes in "Rush to Judgment". 
l"An objective analysis of the 
record might yield a some- 
what different evaluation of 
Ruby's conduct." 
tone's finding* 
. Lane mentions an instance on 
Nov. 21 when the commission 
had said Ruby "visited with a 
ywong lady who was job hunt- 
ing in Dallas." 
'•"Contrary to the commiv 
sfce's unassuming 
summa- 


tion," says Lane, "Ruby did 
not merely visit with a young 
lady 
who was job hunting. 


Commission Exhibit 2270, an 
FBI report of an interview 
with 
Connie Trammel, 
the 


young lady in question, di- 
vulges that fact that 
Ruby 


drove with her to the office of 
Lamar Hunt, the son of H. L. 
Hunt." 


Lane drops the matter at that 


point. Ruby is left at the office 
of Lamar Hunt, whose Texas- 
rich father is a strong sup- 
porter of ultraright causes. 
The reader of "Rush to Judg- 
ment" is left to make what he 
may of this suggested 
link 


between Ruby and the Dallas 
right wing. For clarification, 
however, he might turn to a 
commission exhibit. Not 2270. 
Try 2291. 


It also is a statement by 


Miss Trammel, now Mrs. Pen- 
ny, to the FBI. In it she says 
she once had a long talk with 
Ruby when she and 
some 


classmates from the Universi- 
ty of Texas visited his Dallas 
strip club. Ruby asked if she 
wanted to work for him. She 
didn't. But Ruby kept asking. 
The last time was Nov. 21, 
1963. 


During that phone conversa- 


tion, Miss Trammel mentioned 
she was 
seeking 
a public 


relations job at a bowling alley 
she had read Lamar Hunt 
owned. She had an appoint- 
ment to see him that very 
day. She said she didn't have a 
car. Ruby offered to drive her 
to the bank building where 
Hunt had his office, since he 
had business to transact at the 
bank. 


"During the trip. . . .to the 


bank, Ruby seemed impressed 
with the amount of money that 
Lamar Hunt had made," Miss 
Trammel told the FBI, "and 
had mentioned that he knew 
most of the prominent people 
in Dallas...but did not know 
Lamar Hunt." 


Ruby left her at the ground 


floor elevator. He never did 
get to go up and meet Hunt 
Miss Trammel didn't get the 
job. But the reader might get 
a clearer picture of the Ruby- 
Hunt "association" from Com- 
mission Exhibit 2291 than from 
"Rush to Judgment." 


Such handling of commission 


evidence by the critics hap- 
pens too often to be mere 
oversight. 


Consider the alleged meeting 


in Ruby's Carousel Club Nov. 
14, 1963 between Ruby, J. D. 
Tippitt, the officer the commis- 
sion said was shot by Oswald, 
and Bernard Weissman. Weiss- 
man was the young Easterner 
who had helped place an ad 
critical of Kennedy in the 
Dallas Morning News the day 
of the assassination. 


Arrived on Nov. 4 


Weissman 
had arrived in 


Dallas Nov. 4 to try and set up 
a new conservative party by 
infiltrating right-wing groups, 
one of which he said never 
accomplished more than "run- 
ning around burning baskets 
from Yugoslavia." 


Lane, himself, had told the 


commission about the meeting. 
He declined 
to reveal his 


source for the story because 
the source had not given him 
permission to do so. 


"But," he wrote in his book, 


"if the commission had want- 
ed his name, it need only have 
asked one of its witnesses, 
Thayer Waldo, a reputable 
journalist. Counsel, however, 
did not ask Waldo about the 
meeting." 


Not in so many words For 


how was counsel to know what 
TJhayer 
Waldo knew since 


Lane had refused to tell the 
commission, much less coun- 
sel, about Waldo or any other 
source? 


But at the end of Waldo's 


interrogation, which covered 
other matters, counsel did ask 
if he could add any informa- 
tion about anything else. Wal- 
do said no, he couldn't. 


If not with Waldo, the com- 


mission did inquire into the 
Carousel meeting with other 
witnesses. 
One was 
Larry 


Crafard, a carnival 
worker 


hired by Ruby to do odd jobs 
around the club. The commis- 
sion volumes have a statement 
by Crafard in which he told 
the FBI 
he recognized 
a 


picture of Weissman as a man 
he had seen at the club "on a 
number of occasions." 


Lane has this quote. He does 


not mention that Crafard also 
told the FBI he had a "very 
vague recollection" of having 
heard Ruby mention the name 
Weissman, that he believed 
Weissman was a Dallas detec- 
tive whose first name may 
have been Johnny and that he 
"could have my recollection of 
a Mr. Weissman mixed up 
with some one else." 


Lane does not mention that 


Crafard t h o u g h t Weissman 
was a "white male American" 
38 to 43 years of age. Bernard 
Weissman was a white, male 
American who was 26 in 1963 
and who, if he had been at the 
Carousel "a number of occa- 
sions", had nonetheless been 
in Dallas only 10 days. 
ftuby-Tippiff Relations 


Lane reports that several wit- 


nessp<! said Ruhy knew Tippitt. 
One that he cites was Dallas 


Jack Ruby Fires at Lee Harvey Oswald at 11:21, 


Dallas time, Nov. 24, 1963, four minutes after he 
sent a money order to one of his strippers from the 
Western Union office several minutes' walk away. 


The time interval is important in determining 
whether Ruby could have bene involved in a plot 
to murder Oswald. (AP Wirephoto) 


police Lt. George C. Arnelt. 
What Arnett actually told the 
FBI was that he did not recall 
to what 
extent 
Ruby 
may 


have known police officer J. 
D. Tippitt but added that "he 
does not believe he was more 
friendly with Tippitt than the 
average officer." 


Arnett, in other words, did 


not 
say 
positively 
whether 


Ruby did or did not know Tip- 
pitt. 


Lane says Crafard and An- 


drew Armstrong, Ruby's bar- 
tender and handyman, both 
heard 
Ruby say he knew 


Tippitt when he learned the 
officer had been shot. Lane 
does not say that Armstrong 
also told the FBI: "From 
what I gather later on, Mrs. 
Grant (Ruby's sister) told me 
it was a different Tippitt that 
he knew In other words, there 
was two officers that had the 
name of Tippitt. 


Actually, there were three. 


And Ruby did know one of 
them. He said he knew a 
detective Gayle Tippitt who 
worked in special services. 
Lane's book has this. It men- 
tions that Gayle Tippitt said 
his "contacts in recent years 
(with Ruby) have been infre- 
quent." 


That is taken from Commit- 


tee Exhibit 1620 in which Gayle 
Tippitt also said that in the 
1950s he "became very well 
acquainted with Jack Ruby." 
Lane does not quote that part 
of Exhibit 1620. 


Lane writes that the commis- 


sion might also have interro- 
gated 
Harold Richard Wil- 


liams Williams told Lane he 
had seen Ruby and an officer 
he identified as J. D. Tippitt in 
a patrol car when he was 
arrested in November 1963. 
Lane warns his readers that 
Williams' testimony "should 
be assessed with a degree of 
caution" since he was not a 
witness and under oath. He 
might also have notified his 
readers, but didn't, that Tip- 
pitt was stationed in the Oak 
Cliff section of Dallas all the 
way across town from where 
Williams said he was arrested 


Two witnesses said that on 


Nov. 14, the 
night of 
the 


meeting, Weissman was in 
their home trying to sell them 
carpeting until 9:30 or 10 p.m. 
Mrs. Tippitt said her husband 
was a homebody devoted to 
his family. Lane, nonetheless, 
says the commission should 
have asked her what Tippitt 
was doing the night of Nov. 14 
and asked Weissman what he 
did after 10 p.m. that same 
evening. 


Lane says the question to 


Weissman was "never even 
posed." It may not have been 
posed to his liking, but Weiss- 
man was asked by commission 
counsel: "Did you at any time 
while you were in Dallas ever 
have a meeting with or sit in 
the Carousel Club with Officer 
Tippitt?" 


"No," he answered. He said 


he had never been in Ruby's 
club and didn't know him. 


Mrs. Tippitt was less exact. 


She said she had never heard 
her husband mention being in 
Ruby's club. 


Denials Not in Book 


The point is not so much 


whether such a meeting could 
or not have taken place. The 
point here is that Lane, who 
presented the rumor to the 
commission, did not present 
all the evidence to his readers. 
For 
instance, 
neither 
Mrs. 


Tippitt's nor Weissman's de- 
nial and-or lack of knowledge 
of the meeting is presented in 
his book. 


But what if, evidence to the 


contrary, such a meeting did 
take 
place? 
What was its 


purpose? Lane doesn't suggest 
one. Neither does any evidence 
in the Warren volumes. 


Nor is there evidence in the 


volumes to indicate a conspira- 
cy in New Orleans. The com- 
mission and the FBI investigat- 
ed several of the people who 
have 
figured 
in 
Garrison's 


case. They found no conspi- 
racy. 


This is not to deny the 


possibility of one. It should be 
mentioned, however, that the 
indictment against Clay Shaw, 
a New Orleans businessman, 
says he conspired with Oswald 
to assassinate Kennedy. But it 
does not say the 
assasina- 


tion was the one that took 
place Nov. 22, 1963 in Dallas. 
Nor does it say it wasn't. 
Garrison has said he doesn't 
want to get involved in "se- 
mantics" over wording. 


It should be mentioned that 


the chief witness against Shaw 
so far is a man who first 
contacted Garrison two days 
a f t e r the district attorney 
said the case was solved. The 
witness testified after being 
given "truth serum" and un- 
dergoing hypnosis. 


It should be mentioned an- 


other witness reportedly said 
he was offered a bribe by the 
district attorney's office to give 
favorable testimony. The wit- 
ness" lawyer said a lie detector 
test verified the bribe attempt. 


Garrison has said 
he has 


evidence 
that 
Oswald 
was 


working for the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency. Others have 
said Oswald was working for 
the FBI after his return from 
the Soviet Union for a fee of 
9200 3 month. 


That rumor apparently came 


from 
a 
Houston 
reporter, 


Alonzo Hudkins. Hudkins has 
since told Charles Roberts of 
Newsweek that he believes J. 
Edgar Hoover's denials that 
Oswald was an FBI informant. 
But Epstein takes the com- 
mission to task for relying 
solely on the word of an 
agency investigating itself. . . . 
Why, he asks in "Inquest", 
didn't the commission on its 
own interrogate Hudkins and 
his reported source for the 
story, Dallas Deputy Sheriff 
Allan Sweatt? It is a legiti- 
mate question. 


But it is also legitimate to ask 


how Epstein can state "no 
efforts 
were made by the 


commission 
or its staff 
to 


investigate the rumor itself." 


That simply isn't true 
The commission, itself, did 


investigate in some detail re- 
ports of money orders Oswald 
reportedly had received while 
in Dallas. (It turned out to be 
baseless). The commission, it- 
self, did inquire why FBI 
agent James Hosty's name 
was in Oswald's address book. 
(Oswald told his wife to take it 
down after Hosty had visited 
her at Ruth Paine's where she 
was living). The commission 
did investigate 
through the 


Internal Revenue Service Os- 
wald's finances after his re- 
turn from the Soviet Union 
(His known and assumed out- 
go remarkably approximated 
his income down to the cash 
balance he had when arrest- 
ed). 


The commission did not take 


at fac" value the denials of the 
FBI. 
And Epstein 
did not 


mention 
t h e 
foregoing in 


claiming the commission "re- 
lied entirely on the FBI 
to 


disprove the rumor" of Os- 
wald's FBI connection. 


Another conspiracy rumor: 


Ruby entered the Dallas police 
headquarters to shoot Oswald 
not by accident but by design. 
In accord with some superplot, 
the assassin had to be assassi- 
nated. One incontestable fact 
of time, however, must be 
considered. 


The exact time of Oswald's 


transfer 
depended on when 


police were done questioning 
him. At the time that was 
decided, 
Ruby was driving 


downtown to send a money 
order to one of his strippers. 
The time he handed the money 
order across the Western Un- 
ion counter was punched by a 
time clock: 11:17 a.m. Oswald 
was shot at 11:21 a.m. It takes 
several minutes to walk from 
Western Union to the police 
basement where Oswald was 
slain. 


A commuter catching a train 


would scarcely cut his corners 
so finely. Would a man en- 
gaged in a superplot do so? 
Particularly 
if he knew in 


some unexplained way his only 
chance would come at 11:21? 


Who Wou'd Know? 


The superplot elsewhere was 


running a vary tight schedule. 
When Oswald dashed in and 
nut of his rooming house a 
half-hour after the assassina- 
tion, Lane says a "rather 
mysterious" incident occurred. 
A Dallas police car stopped 
and honked twice and drove 
off, said Earlene Roberts, the 
housekeeper. 


Dallas police said there was 


no patrol cai in the vicinity at 
the time. Lane says tht 'inves- 
tigation' consisted of nothing 
more than the statements of 
police regarding car and offi- 
cer assignments. (One might 
ask who would know better 
than police the whereabouts of 
a police car). 


Lane notes commission evi- 


dence that a patrolman had 
driven Car 207 to the deposi- 
tory "just after 12:45. p.m.", 


gave the keys to a sergeant 
and remained in the building 
several hours. 


A io^ of the travels of Car 207 


should, however, have 
this 


information which the report 
provides—and Lane does not. 


1—Police Car 170, driven by 


acquaintances of hers, 
often 


honked outside the house, Mrs. 
Roberts said. When she saw 
the car was 207, she told the 
FBI she went back to looking 
at television. 


2—Patrolman Jimmy Valen- 


tine had Car 207 that after- 
noon. He had been at head- 
quarters when he heard of the 
assassination at about 12:45 
p.m. He drove to the deposi- 
tory all the way across town 
through heavy traffic. 
This 


would put him at the building 
close to the moments Oswald 
dashed into the rooming house 
several miles away. Valentine 
turned the keys over to a 
sergeant 


This does not mean, Lane 


argues, that the car itself 
couldn't have been driven by 
some 
other 
officers. 
(Mrs. 


Roberts saw two in the car). 
But the men would have had 
to get the keys from the 
sergeant (who said he didn't 
release them until 3:30 p.m.), 
drive through heavy 
traffic 


around the depository to the 
rooming house in suburban 
Oak 
Cliff, 
honk twice 
and 


drive away again. 


And for what purpose? Lane 


doesn't suggest one. 


Lane also notes testimony of 


Deputy S h e r i f f Roger D. 
Craig. He said that 15 minutes 
after the assassination he saw 
a young man he later identi- 
fied as Oswald run from near 
the depository and get into a 
light colored Rambler station 
wagon driven by a Negro. 
Later that afternoon Craig 
said he recognized Oswald in 
the office of homicide Capt. 
Will Fritz. 


Lane quotes testimony of 


Nancy Perrin Rich. She said in 
1962 she and her late husband 
had met several times in Dal- 
las with others including an 
Army colonel whose name she 
did not recall and some one 
named Dave C.—"I think it was 
Cole, but I couldn't be sure." 


Mrs. Rich's husband had ask- 


ed $25,000 to shuttle a boat 
carrying guns into Cuba and 
refugees 
o u t . Negotiations 


stalled. 


Craig said Oswald stood up 


and said: "That station wagon 
belongs to Mrs. Paine, don't 
try to tie her into this...Every- 
body will know who I am 
now." 


The commission, as Lane 


notes, decided it "could not 
accept important elements of 
Craig's testimony." Lane does 
not note the reasons why. 


One is an affidavit 
from 


Fritz. He recalled a man tell- 
ing a story similar to Craig's. 
This, however, occurred in his 
outer office. Oswald was in his 
inner office. 


Would Have Recalled 


"Had I brought this man into 


my inner office I feel sure I 


would have remembered it," 
Fritz said. He didn't remem- 
ber Oswald jumping up and 
saying what Craig said he 
said. Neither did any one else 
there. 


Furthermore, Mrs. P a i n e 


owned a two-tone Chevrolet 
station wagon, not a light col- 
ored Rambler. 


Another conspiracy: Ruby 


was somehow involved in Cas- 
troite activity. At l e n g t h 
"A knock comes on the door 
and who walks in but my little 
friend, Jack Ruby," said Mrs. 
Rich who had been a bartend- 
er at 
the 
Carousel 
Club. 


"Ruby had a bulge in his 
pocket. He went into another 
room and returned minus the 
bulge," Mrs. Rich said. She 
assumed the bulge was payoff 
money, although she never 
saw nor heard that money had 
changed hands. 


Negotiations improved. But 


Mrs. Rich finally "grabbed my 
old man and cleared out" 
when she later thought she 
recognized a new participant 
as Vito Genovese's son. She 
based this on his resemblance 
to a photograph she had seen 
of the Mafia chieftain. 


Commission counsel Leon Hu- 


bert then asked Mrs. Rich if 
Dave C., who she said had 
been a bartender at the Dallas 
University Club, could be one 
Dave Cherry. "That's it," she 
replied. 


Lane wonders why his poten- 


tially corroborating witness 
was not called to testify. "The 
FBI's summary of an inter- 
view with Cherry was in the 
commission's possession, but 
Cherry was not called as a 
witness." 


Indeed, he was not. But the 


FBI "summary," which Lane 
does not quote, might explain 
why. In it Cherry denies 
knowing any colonel "who was 
supposed to have been running 
guns into Cuba." He did know 
Nancy Perrin Rich whom he 
said had been barred from the 
club and who he thought was 
"mentally dera-ged". 


'Psychopathic Liar' 


Also in the commission rec- 


ord is a statement by Dallas 
detective Paul Rayburn who 
knew Mrs. Rich and thought 
her "a psychopathic liar who 
got great delight out of telling 
wild tales." 


And there is a report of an 


interview with attorney 
Cy 


Victorson 
w h o represented 


Mrs. 
Rich on a 
vagrancy 


charge. 
He 
said 
she 
told 


stories "so ridiculous that no 
one 
could 
possibly 
believe 


them." 


Lane does not ask why Paul 


Rayburn or Cy Victorson were 
not called by the commission. 
He did not use their state- 
ments, either. After all, they 
did not discuss Ruby or gun- 
running. They only mentioned 
the one witness who said she 
saw it all happen. 


Says Lane: "About so clan- 


destine an operation as smug- 
gling weapons to Cuba and 
evacuating exiles, however, one 
would expect to find eorrobora- 
tion only with the greatest 
difficulty, if at all." He indi- 
cates he found it in Robert 
McKeown. McKecwn had been 
arrested in 1958 for conspiracy 
to smuggle guns to Cuban 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro. 


McKeown told the FBI that in 


1959 a man 
who identified 


himself as Rubenstein (Ruby's 
original name) 
had phoned 


him offering $15,000 to get 
Castro to release three of his 
prisoner?. Three weeks later 
McKeown said a man asked 
him 
to write a 
letter of 


introduction to Castro because 
he had some Jeeps to sell 
Cuba. The deals never came to 
pass. 


McKeown told the FBI he 


"feels strongly that this indi- 
vidual 
was 
in 
fact 
Jack 


Ruby..." Lane quotes this. He 
does not quote another 
.rt of 


the statement in whi> i Mc- 
Keown "remarked he is not 
certain that the above-describ- 
ed telephone caller from Dal- 
las or the man who personally 
appeared...was identical with 
the Jack Ruby who killed Lee 
Harvey Oswald." 


Lane takes a partial quote to 


show strong identification of 
Ruby by McKeown rather than 
a 
whole one which shows 


something less. He need not 
have. Ruby said he once was 
interested in a Jeep deal. He 
thought, though, the interme- 
diary's name was Davis. His 
sister, Eva Grant, told the 
FBI she believed her brother 
had an option on eight war 
surplus J e e p s some time 
around 1960. 


This could be corroboration 


of McKown. But is it of Nancy 
Rich? And if one interprets i* 
as such, where does it all tie 
Ruby into an assassination 
superplot? Do surplus Jeeps in 
1959, an unverified meeting in 
1962 add up to assassination in 
1963? 


Lane doesn't answer the 


question. He merely asks it. 


Another conspiracy: Oswald, 


the admitted Marxist who 
wanted fair play for Cuba, was 
actually in the anti-Castro 
underground. 


The source of this was Sylvia 


Odio, an anti-Castro Cuban. On 
Sept. 26 or 27, 1963 two Cubans 
or Mexicans called at her 
apartment in Dallas with a 


third person introduced as 
Leon Oswald, she said. The 
men told her they had recently 
come from New Orleans and 
were friends of her father, a 
prisoner of Castro. 
Anti-Castro Plotter 


The next day one of the men 


who said his name was Leopol- 
do, phoned Mrs. Odio and said 
he wanted to introduce Oswald 
into the Cuban underground. 
Leopoldo said Oswald had 
been in the Marines, was an 
excellent shot and felt "the 
Cubans didn't have any guts 
...because President Kennedy 
should have been assassinated 
after the Bay of Pigs and 
some Cubans should have done 
that...." 


After - the assassination a 


stunned;Mrs. Odio recognized 
pictures of Lee Harvey Oswald 
as the man who came to her 
home. So did her sister. 


The commission maintained 


that Oswald could not have 
been in Dallas Sept. 26 or 27. 
He was in Mexico. 
" The issue was never re- 


solved," wrote Epstein. That 
is debatable. 


Records show that Oswald 


crossed into Nuavo Laredo, 
Mexico between 6 a.m. and 2 
p.m. Sept. 26. Two passengers 
on a Houston-Laredo bus said 
they saw Oswald on board 
shortly after they awoke at 6 
a.m., Sept. 26. 


The commission said there 


was strong evidence that Os- 
wald had left Houston on a bus 
for Laredo at 2:35 a.m. that 
morning. It noted a bus had 
left New Orleans, where Os- 
wald had been living, at 12:30 
p.m. Sept. 25 arriving at 
Houston at 10:50 p m. that 
evening. Oswald made a phone 
call to a woman in Houston 
that same evening. It can't be 
determined whether the call 
was local or not. 


Epstein says the visit to Mrs. 


Odio occurred "the day before 
he (Oswald) left on his trip to 
Mexico." This disregards Mrs. 
Odio's testimony. She said the 
visit occurred Sept. 26—when 
Oswald had already crossed 
the border—or the 27th—when 
he had reached Mexico City 
and registered at a hotel. 
Were some one's d a t e s 
wrong? Epstein doesn't even 
mention there is a conflict 
between him and the testimo- 
ny. 


He does not mention a com- 


mission statement from E. P. 
Hammett, a Houston bus tick- 
et agent. Hammett told the 
FBI that in late September a 
man-"strongly resembling" a 
photograph of Oswald asked 
him about bus travel to Lare- 
do and Mexico City. Epstein 
does not mention the man 
eventually bought a ticket to 
Laredo. Epstein d o e s not 
mention that it was the only 
such ticket sold that night to 
Laredo or that it was the only 
one of its kind sold from Sept. 
24 through Sept. 26. 


If Oswald had been in Dallas 


on the 25th, he could have 
caught a bus from there to 
Alice, Tex., in time to be on 
the Houston-Laredo bus on 
which he was seen. But no 
tickets were sold by the bus 
line connecting Dallas and 
Alice for Laredo between Sept. 
23 and 26.

Odio. Epstein says the matter 
was never resolved. But, in 
effect, it was. As much as it 
ever can be. The commission 
was faced with a choice: the 
testimony of Mrs. Odio and 
her sister against the evidence 
they were mistaken. It chose 
the evidence. 


Yet it was the commission 


that presented all the evidence 
pro and con about Mrs. Odio. 
The critics did not. It was the 
commission that presented all 
the evidence 
about 
Lamar 


Hunt and Ruby, about Nancy 
Perrin 
Rich, 
about Jeeps, 


about McKeown, about Os- 
wald's finances. The critics 
did not. 


One may interpret what the 


commission found, and the 
critics have, abundantly. But 
while, as of this date, there 
may be doubters, books and 
speculation, the critics have 
yet to produce that one essen- 
tial of proof—evidence.

But Israel didn't look good in 


Thant's explanation, either. 


Thant pointed out that when 


Israel's delegate to the United 
Nations went to him to protest 
the U.N. withdrawal, on Nas- 
ser's demand, 
the complaint 


was that Nasser alone should 
not be permitted to demand and 
get the withdrawal. 


But since Israel didn't want 


the U.N. force removed from 
Egypt, but Egypt did, Thant 
said he asked the Israeli dele- 
gate if Israel would permit the 
U.N. troops to move over and 
take up their peace-keeping role 
on the Israeli side of the border. 


'Unacceptable' 


Thant said the Israeli dele- 


gate said such an idea was "en- 
tirely unacceptable to his gov- 
ernment." 


Last year, when his first full 


term as secretary-general was 
expiring, Thant, who had been 
an educator and a newspa- 
perman, said he had had enough 
and wanted to retire. 


But, if he did, it seemed to 


mean a long struggle between 
the United States and Soviet 
Union before they could agree 
on a successor. They could both 
accept Thant, so he was per- 
suaded to stay. 


Now he probably wishes he 


hadn't.
